When suddenly It dawns on you 


that in a number of respect* your 
child's conduct is not all it «bould 
be. remember that It will do no good 
to try to make him all over at once 
Instead, decide which one ot hi* 
faults moit urgently demands cor- 
rection and concentrate on helping 
him get rid of that one before you 
attempt to correct another. 


It he is a youag child under 7, try
